Having been iriBtructed by their letter o f appointment, 
to “ make a full and free invesligution in 
regard to tho 
eourso o f instruction both military mid «cientific, to tho 
iriternni police, 
discipline 
and fiscal 
concerns o f tho 
institution,’’ 
the Hoard o f Visiters entered 
upon, and 
have conducted their examinations with tho mo.at rigid 
scrutiny. 
Every facility for this purpose, w as atlbrdud 
by tho officers o f the institution. 
In order, most effect mil ly, to 
discharge 
their duty, 
the board committed the different branohes o f their in­ 
vestigations to committees o f their m em bers, whose 
separate duty it became to examine into, 1st. the fiscal 
afTnirs; 2d. the internal police; 3d. the courae 
o f in- 
Btruclion; 4th. religious in.struction; nml Gth. tho mili­ 
tary education and discipline of tho .\cadom y. 
T hese several committees 
have submiUcd 
to tho 
Board the re.sult of their respective investigations ; and 
their reports, after having been aanctioned by tho entire 
Hoard, are herewitli transiiiiUed 
to the Secretary of 
VV'ar, for his 
more particular 
information upon tliose 
several subjects. 
1st. The fis c a l affairs.— T ho Quartermaster’s and 
Paym aster’s departments were carefully exam ined, and 
satisfactory evidence furnished, that tho sums appropri­ 
ated had been properly disbursed with strict regard to 
the objects 
intended. 
T he 
particular 
a[>propriations 
necessary for (he year, are set 
forth 
in tlie estimate 
marked A , annexed to the report o f the com m iileo, and 
are recommended by this Board. 
T h e Hoard believed it to be their daty to 
examine 
also into the fiscal affairs 
of the Cadets, and they are 
happy to express their full approval o f the discipline and 
regulations upon this subject. 
Each Cadet receives, in 
pay and rations, $-28 dollars per month, and no tiioro. 
W ith this sum he is 
obliged to 
pay his 
board and to 
provide all the furniture to h ir room— all 
his books, 
bis clothing, and every 
necessary; the 
Government 
providing nothing for him but Instruction, arm s, and a 
room lo lodge in. 
By a very salutary regulation $<2 a 
month are reserved out of each C adet’s pay until he 
leaves the institution. 
Thus if ho is dism issed, 
ho 
has the means of returning to his fam ily; if he graduates, 
the means o f providing him self a proper uniform. 
Tho 
wisdom o f this 
provision 
is apparent from 
the foci 
(w hich this Hoard has satisfactorily ascertained) lhat 
tlie greater part o f the Cadets are o f indigent parent­ 
age.* 
T o preserve an entire equality am ong them in 
this respect, the regulation which forbids “ any Cadet 
to apply for or receive money or any other supply from 
his parents, or from any person w hom soever, without 
permission from the Secretary o f W ar,” k 
strictly en­ 
forced. 
Rigid econom y th refore is required from the 
Cadets to enable them with their pay to m eet the ne­ 
cessary demands upon their funds. They are obliged to 
keep accurate accounts of their expenditures, and if any 
o f their pay remains unexpended for necessaries, they 
are not permitted to roceivo it, unless for very 
special 
purposes. 
T hey are thus with great care taught lessons o f order 
and econom y, which 
become of the utmost 
value to 
them in after life, and which have already so distinguish­ 
ed the graduates o f the Academ y that the experiment 
of making Ihom the disbursing agents o f the (iovern- 
iiient on its public works has been 
emiiiuntly success­ 
ful. 
And it is, doubtless, from tliis cause that they 
present the excellent example 
of having 
disbursed 
millions of the public funds 
without a dollars 
defalca­ 
tion. 
T his is considered by the Board o f Visiters as the 
legitimate rpult o f the course o f education al tho acade­ 
m y. 
And it must be apparent to every on« lhat the 
strict morality, high sen.se o f honor, and the lessons ol 
order and econom y which they are taught, render them 
invaluable agents o f the Government, and w ill com pen­ 
sate the nation for tho very moderulo expenditure which 
b incurred in their education. 
2</. 
The In te rn a l /'o /tce.— This com prehended, 
among other things, an inquiry into the provisions for 
the comfort and the regulalions for tho conduct o f the 
Cadets while in barracks, pursuing their itudies. 
T his m eets tho entire approval o f tlie Hoard. 
T he fare o f all the Cadeis is precisely alike. 
They 
eat ut a comtiion table. 
’I'he furniture o f their rooms

The eourse of in stru ction .'—Wj tho 
régula­ 
tion* o f tho W ar 
Department, for

'I'liis IS tho cause why that branch o f ediicutiun has 
been ahandoned, and 
it o.uinot probably ho re.sumttd 
wilhtiut 11 special provision by law. 
'I'htf 
importance 
o f these studies in a military point o f view is too 
evi­ 
dent to rotpiiro 
from the 
Hoarti any tilher ux|ir(;asion 
than that o f their hope lhat a reform in this re»pect will 
bo speodily accoinplishetl. 
'riiis how ever, is 
not the only 
provision which 
the 
Hounl lieemed nece.saiiry in onler to place the dilfereiit 
branches of instruction on a pro[ier fooling. 
T h e very 
thorough course of inBtruclion pursimd at tho Academ y, 
necessarily ret]uiresii huge mimhcr <»f instructors, seveii- 
toen of whom receive ntt other compensation for their 
service* than ihe pay of a lieutenant in the line. 
That 
pay they would receive if with 
their 
regiments ; and 
tiion they would not he auhject to the arduous task now 
impost d upon them. 
CoiiHti(]uunliy, a situation at this 
Academy is rather avoided by the officers o f the army 
than sought after, and when once nssumed, is uhantion- 
t;d as soon as circumstance« will permit; iiiid the Hoiinl 
has ascertained that, during llie ihret? years ending on 
tho 1st instant, twt-nty-six officers have aleindoned their 
situations ut the point, and that one I’nifessor and four 
assistants will leave heforo ihe end o f th t npproaclmig 
vacation; making a chungu of thirty-one iiistnictors in 
liltio more than lliree years. 
T his constant cliunge is 
a serious evil, and the interests o f the instituiion certain­ 
ly require a remedy. 
It cannot excite tho surprise o f the Departriont 
that 
under existing circiirnstaiices, these changes slionld fre- 
tjuently occur. 
W hatever may have been the educalinn 
o f an officer, it is no slight task, to ijualify 
him self to 
instruct, and properly lo niHtruct, and il cannttt ho e x ­ 
pected that any one would volunlitrily assume their extra 
labors, when no compensation wliatcver is allowed for 
them. 
Another difficulty is that an officer, whori he becomes 
duly qualified n.s nn instructor, finds in civil life far greater 
inducements; and that class o f individuals most ustd'ul 
to («‘overriment, from their scientific uHainment.s, have 
frequent offers o f three or four times (heir present com- 
peri.sation to assumo the tluiies o f som e civil 
stalitm. 
Nothing but the strong seiiso o f obligation to tlio nation 
for their education, which pervades the graduates of this 
institution, has prevented a more 
ready acceptance of 
these offers; and this Hoard does not liosilate to ileelaro 
its firm conviction, that if Government would allow to 
these individuals only one half the remuneratiua which 
they can readily obtain in civil life for the sam e services, 
the sense o f obligation to which w e have alluded would 
retain them in the service o f the nation, 
T ho present situation of the Professorship o f Chem is­ 
try is a fair illustration o f the evils o f the present system. 
T his Professorship is not endow ed, and this study can 
he taught only by detailing an officer o f tho army for 
this purpose. 
T he present teacher receives as his entire 
compensation 
$7C 7 per arinmii, nol 
as much 
as ho 
would receive if on staff’ duly at som e other post; and 
ahhough by long study and practico ho m ay well qualify 
him self to teach, ho b liable at any iiioment to bo or­ 
dered to other post.*; and ahhough somo o f the assbtant 
professors in oiher liranches receive extra com pensation, 
yet he b not allowed any, although at the head o f a de­ 
partment and performing duties a* laborious and respon­ 
sible as almost any other professor. 
T he Hoard o f Visiters feel tliese evils so strongly 
that they beg leave to suggest a represeiilation o f lliem 
to Congress, in the confident belief that there w ill ho 
no hesitation among Iho reprosentuiives 
o f the nation 
in providing llio necessary remedies. 
Notwillistanding all these 
difficulties, the 
course of 
instruction b very perfect.
